PARA 1 : Utilisation Certificates 

Out of the grants received, the Council gave grants to the 
State Governments, In 50 such cases, the Utilisation Certi- 
ficates involving Rs. 5,13,191.10 detailed in Annexure 4 A 1 
given during 1954 — 64 have not been received so far. The 
utilisation certificate may please be obtained urgently or else 
the amount got refunded from the parties concerned. 

PARA 2 ; Publications 

(a) Publication of Journals 

A sum of Rs. 47,088.67 was incurred on the publication of 
Journals brought out by the Council during 1964-65. 
The sale proceeds/advertisements charges amounted to 
Rs. 15,612.72 which fell short of the expenditure by 
Rs. 31,475.95. In the past five years the total shortfall for 
the years 1960—65 is Rs. 1,27.580.53. The reasons for the 
shortfall may please be scrutinised and necessary steps taken 
to bring the publication on a self supporting basis. The 
Council however stated that the publication is meant to carry 
on propaganda for the furtherance of the objectives of the 
Council & the journal is not being issued from any commer- 
cial point of view. 

(b) Publications for free distribution 

Out of the 1,450 copies printed for free distribution involv- 
ing an expenditure of Rs. 2,291, 830 copies involving 

Rs. 1,423 are lying undistributed. About 2/3rd of the copies 
printed during the last live years are lying undistributed, 
besides 2,596 copies printed prior to 1960 for which break-up 
figures are not available, are also lying undistributed, Steps 
may please be taken to ensure that the estimates to print 
copies are prepared in such way so ax to avoid unnecessary 
expenditure. 

PARA 3 : Exhibition and Film Unit 

A sum of Rs. 8,766 was spent during the year 1964-65 m 
this Unit, No expenditure was incurred on the exhibition 
during this penod but onh 46 film shows were held

PARA 4. : Wild d Stray Cattle Catching Scheme 
(aj Training in clicking etc . 

A sum of Rs. 7,920.04 was spent on this training during 
1964-65. In all two teams consisting of six persons each 
have been trained during the same period. The average ex- 
penditure on training per person works to Rs. 660, the dura- 
tion of the training being four months. The total number of 
11 teams involving 66 persons have been trained during 
I960 — 65 against a total expenditure of Rs. 28,484. The ex- 
penditure on training, therefore, seems to be excessive and 
necessary steps should be taken to reduce the same. 

(b) Free supply of bulls to bona fide breeders 
Four bulls costing Rs, 2,900 were supplied free of cost lo 
bonufide breeders during 1964-65. Reports in respect of their 
serviceability hav e not yet been received. It is, however, 
noticed that out of the 88 bulls distributed by the Council so 
far. reports of serviceability have not been received in respect 
of 16 bulls. 

ric) Wild & Stray animals ami transit camps 
A sum of Rs. 52,615.90 was spent on this scheme during 
1964-65. The total number of heads of cattle rounded up 
by the State Governments Cattle Catching Teams was 26,450. 
Of these 2,311 were distributed by the Council free of charge 
and 6,769 were sent to Gosadans Controlled by it, 112 
such cattle have died in the camps under the control of the 
Council, The rest of the rounded up cattle were returned to 
the owners or sold in auction by the State Authorities. No 
acknowledgement from the breeders to whom the cattle were 
given free of charge has been obtained by the Council. 
1'here are no records to show that the distributed animals are 
being utilised for breeding purposes for which these were dis- 
tributed free. No identification mark is branded by the 
Council before distribution to ensure against their transfer/ 
■sale for purposes other than breeding.

No. 3-19/6 5-F. — The Central Board of Forestry in its 
meeting held on 20th — 22nd January 1965, inter-alta recom- 
mended that the Board should be provided expert assistance 
Irom a specially constituted Panel which would undertake a 
systematic scrutiny of all problems in the field of Forestry 
Education from time to time.

— The Second Joint Indo- Ameri- 
can Team, appointed in 1959, to review the position of Agri- 
cultural Education, Research and Extension in India, recom- 
mended that in the interest of consolidating the Central 
Agricultural Research Programme and assuring adequate co- 
ordination, all Central Institutes and Commodity Committees 
should be brought under the full technical and administrative 
control of the Indian Council of Agricultural Research. This 
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recommendation wa$ strongly supported by the Agricultural 
Research Review Team* appointed in 1963. The Govern- 
ment of India have examined the above recommendations in 
the light of the actual functioning of the Central Commodity 
Committees during the past years and recently decided that 
the Commodity Committees should be abolished and the 
research wort being conducted by them be integrated with 
the Indian Council of Agricultural Research, which should be 
suitably reorganised and strengthened* so as to enable it to 
develop and administer a National Programme of Agricultural 
Research* commensurate with the needs of the country. 
Accordingly* the Indian Central Sugarcane Committee was 
dissolved on 30th September 1965* and its research activities 
have been assumed by the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Research, with effect from 1st October 1965.
